ELECTIONS/RESTRICTIONS 

In response to the Restriction Requirement within the Office Action dated October 7, 
2005, Applicant provisionally elects Species I for a transportable power wheelchair, with 
traverse. Claims 1-15, 22-26, 27-29, 31-32, 24-26, 40 and 48-52 are designated as readable on 
this Species I. 

It is respectfully submitted that the Restriction Requirement should now be removed as a 
result of the comments submitted herewith. 

It is submitted that Species II (designated by the Examiner as a mounting means 
connecting a span bar to a vertical post) and Species III (designated as a footrest assembly 
wherein the footrest structurally joins segments of the frontal cross-member portions to 
structurally interconnect the mainframe sub assemblies) are attributes of the overall transportable 
power wheelchair. Also, the claims directed toward Species II (Claims 30, 33, and 37-39) and 
Species III (Claims 14-21 and 41-47) depend from independent Claims 1 or 27, both of which are 
readable on the features characterized by the Examiner as Species I. Thus, the claims 
corresponding to these features should not be restricted at this time. 

It is also noted that while Figures l-5c have been characterized as showing the 
transportable power wheelchair of Species I, the features of Species I are disclosed in other 
figures as well. By way of example, Figure 6 shows an alternate embodiment of features shown 
in Figure 3d. Figures 7a through 7f show various features of a frontal cross member that is part 
of the structural assembly of the wheelchair of Species I. Figures 8d-10b show features of a 
transportable power wheelchair in various states of assembly. Furthermore, Figures l-5c also 
show the mounting means for connecting a span bar to a vertical post, a feature that is 
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characterized as Species II. It naturally follows that, since the features of the various designated 
Species are shown in the same figures, all of the relevant structures are part of the transportable 
power wheelchair as a whole. 

Claims 1 and 27 are the only independent claims. The claims which correspond to 
Species II (Claims 30, 33, 37-39) and Species III (Claims 14-21 and 41-47) depend from these 
independent claims. Thus, these claims also indicate that all of the structures are part of the 
overall structure of the transportable power wheelchair. Further, these independent claims are 
generic to the features that are characterized as Species II and III. The present invention is a 
transportable power wheelchair, which may have a mounting means for connecting a span bar to 
a vertical post and/or a footrest support assembly that is structurally joined to front cross-member 
portions of the wheelchair. 

It is respectfully requested that the Species restriction requirement be withdrawn and that 
examination continue relative to all claims. Alternatively, if the restriction is maintained, upon 
allowance of the independent claims, the restricted dependent claims should be allowed to issue 
in the patent corresponding to this application.

AMENDMENT 

In the Drawings 

Kindly substitute Figs. l-10b for the Figures now of record, without prejudice. No new 
matter has been added. 

In Figure 7a 5 the element previously labeled 212 has been correctly re-labeled 21 1 . Support 
for this change can be found in paragraph [0060] of the specification. 

Numerals 206 and 208 have been added to Figure 7c. Numerals 244 and 246 have been 
repositioned to point to the appropriate elements. As stated in paragraph [0062] on page 14 of the 
specification as filed, numbers 244 and 246 represent the openings of the elements labeled 240 and 
242, respectively, and the numbers 206 and 208 represent the upper support bar and lower support 
bar, respectively. Numerals 206 and 208 are used on other figures, for example Figure 7b to 
represent the same structures. 

In Figure 10a, the direction of arrows Rl and R2 has been reversed. The directions now 
shown on replacement Figure 10a are as described in paragraph [0070] on page 18 of the 
specification as filed. 
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
